Coal shortare is the most serious problem because the Kailan “ining 
Administration is supplying only 6,000 tons monthly although the ori (inal 
esreenent called for 8,000 tons. ascarding to ylian, when all seven mills ure 
in full operation they will require 12,000 tons monthly. Nesotiations are 
still being madé with KUA, and in the meantime C.TeleC. is maki n's every effort 
to purchase coal on the local murket. 


Uo until @ October there were 237,298 spindles operating in all seven mills 
during the day shift and 262.570 durin: the night shift. During this same 
ting there were, 7,682 loons operating on the day ehift anda 7,347 on the night 
shift.
